To the Council: 


Following the custom and requirement of 
presenting an annual message or communica- 
tion to the ‘Council, I desire herewith to 
submit to you 'my third annual message. I 
avail myself of this opportunity to declare 
a consciousness that the task of administering 
the office of Mayor of this city is fraught with 
many difficulties which your body can ma- 
terially assist me in overcoming. 


Our eizty is rapidly advancing, our popula- 
tion is making great strides, our industries, 
factories and business are highly productive, 
and with few exceptions are thriving and 
prosperous, our people are fairly well em- 
ployed, a spirit of contentment prevails 
among us, and our destinies reach beyond 
the contemplation of one’s mind. 


It is a matter of congratulation that your 
session for the ensuing year occurs under en- 
couraging conditions of general prosperity. 
Hoboke nescaped the recent frenzied and pan- 
icky times that were experienced on the other 
side of the river. That there was no sem- 
blance of a run on any one of our banks or 
trust companies speaks highly of the confi- 
dence and trust had by our citizens in our 
financial institutions. 

The reports of the various officials and de- 
partments of tthe city furnish detailed in- 
formation concerning their respective depart- 
ments and the character and result of the 
work done therein. They are replete with 
instruction and interest and worthy of careful 
study. I beleive these reports disclose in the 
conduct of the municipal affairs a large meas- 
ure of competenecy, honesty and conscientious 
zeal. : 

As evidence of the general prosperous con- 
dition characterizing the last fiscal year and 
the prudent conduct of the city’s officials, I 
may state that at the end of the last fiscal 
year every fund was intact and in some there 
existed a respectable ‘balance. The total 
bonde dindebtedness of the city is now 
$1, 849, O15, which amount compares most 
favorably with other cities of our size and 
status. This amount includes, of course, the 
bonds fer the eight school buildings, under 
the charge of the Boadr of Education. 


Tt ts also of interest to know that all 
judgments and: liens of whatsoever nature 
and description, many of which were of long 
standing, have, during the past year, been 


discharged and cancelled of record. 

STREET DEPARTMENT AND STREETS. 

General satisfaction is shown in the work 
done by the Street Cleaning Department dur- 
ing the past year. Considering the limited 
amount appropriated for the purpose of main- 
taining our streets in good condition and 
keeping them clean, much credit is due the 
Street Commissioner and this assistants. 

The deplorable condition of the paving on 
Washington, Fourteenth and Ferry streets de- 
mand the attention of the Mayor and Council. 
It is manifest, from ‘the heavy traffic on those 
thoroughfares that a ‘paving laid for ‘the 
great number of years that these have been, 
will get in the present condition. I urge 
upon the Council the neeessity of taking the 
appropriate action to repave these streets 
with specification block. 

In this connection I again urge the. removal 
of all poles and overhead wires now on our 
principal thoroughfares, and particularly 
along Washington street, and that all such 
wires be placed underground. JI would sug- 
gest that, at an early date, the Council take 
up with me the question of the conduit sys- 
tem for installing the existing overhead wires, 
and that a serious investigation and study of 
this matter be given, to the end that it be 
determined whether the city could, in ‘the 
first instance profitably build the conduits and 
charge rentals therefor, or whether provision 
could legally be effected whereby the conduits 
installed by private enterprise could, at the 
expiration of a certain period, be taken over 
by the city at a valuation to be determined 
by suitable appraisers. 

With the awnings already removed from 
Washington street, the overhead wires buried, 
and the street newly paved, its appearance 
and condition would be vastly improved, and 
its improvement would be felt and appreciated 
by the public. 

CITY PARKS. 

Much work has been done for the improve- 
ment and beauttifying of our city parks. The 
enrichment of the soil is being kept up, and 
new trees and shrubberies are at suitable 
times planted therein and considerable ex- 
penditures have ‘been made from time _ to 
time in this respect and in building walks, 
erecting fountains and gardening work, all 
of which is beneficial to the public and a 
worthy investment. 

I shall require all park Keepers to be punet- 
ual in their attendance and zealous and inter- 
ested in their work. I shall expect them to 
possess a fair knowledge of such gardening 
as is essential for the cultivation of the lawns, 


shrubberies and trees, and for their pro- 
tection from the ravages of insect life. I 
wish the keepers to understand that I am 
deeply interested in the condition of our parks, 
and that the wages paid them by the city 
merit a well-kept condition thereof that will 
be pleasing to the eye, attract the weary and 
the many seekers after rest and repose. 
THE BOARD OF HEALTH.’ 

The Board of Health in a city as populous 
as ours must be more than a bureau of vital 
statistics. The enactment and compulsory 
enforcement of sanitary regulations tend to 
preserve health and life. 

The local Board of Health has enacted 
many wise regulations in the shape of its 
code and its ordinances. It has enforced the 
existing sanitary regulations in a manner for 
which it is entitled to much praise and com- 
mendation. So far, it has been handicapped 
in not having a chemist for making proper 
inspection and analysis of food, drugs and 
peverages. i 

At times the State Board of Health has sent 
its inspectors within our jurisdiction and 
made seizures and analysis of milk, drugs, 
&e., and caused .prosecutions to be had 


- thereon. 


The Federal and ‘State governments have 
taken up the regulation of food, drugs and 
beveragese on account of the prevalence of 
adulterations therein which cause illness. 

Complaint is particularly made against the 
frequent use of preservatives in milk, meats, 
&e. Formaldehyde is commonly used in milk 
and is especially dangerous and deleterous to 
the health of infants. 

Dyestuffs and suefete of soda are commonly 
used to rejuvenate and preserve fresh, canned, 
corned and potted meats, 


Borie .acid and borax preservatives are 
used in all sorts of canned and _ preserved 
fruits, vegetables, catsups and sauces; and 


the presence of wood alcohol, which is very 
poisonous, is found in the cheaper brands of | 
the so-called whiskies and similar beverages. 

‘The leading physicians of this and other 
ecuntries agree that almost all the common 
aad most prevalent disorders OL tne digesilve 
organs are caused by and are due to the adul- 
terations present in the tood consumed. 

The public demands the rigid enforgement 
o fthe health regulations against the use of 
such and kindred adulterations. 

I therefore urge the Board of ealth to pro- 
vide for the office of chemist and inspector of 
food, drugs and beverages and appoint a suit- 
able person therefor to accomplish the afore- 
said objects. 

The Board of Health is a department of 
the city, and I consider it as much entitled 
to the legal services of the law department 
of the city as is any other Board or depart- 


ment. The: Council reeently created the 
position of an assistant ear oration attorney, 
who in conjunction with the Corporation At~- 
torney, are able to and should attend to ail 
legal matters of each and every department 
of the city. I therefore recommend that the 
Board of Health abolish the position of at- 
torney to that Board as being no longer 
necessary and its maintenance a waste of 
the public’s money. 


POLICE DHPARTMENT. 


I eall your attention to the very full report 
of the Chief of Police, and in which you will 
find matters of especial interest. 

The increaesed amount of work required of 
the Police Department necessitated the recent 
appcintment of four new patrolmen. Stricter 
surveillance can now be given those portions 
of the city requiring it. 

To the personnel of the Police Department, 
the capability of the Chief and his insist- 
ment on strict adherence by-the force to police 
duties, is in’ a measure due the fact that 
Hoboken is relatively free from crime, which 
is all the more remarkable when we consider 
our mixed population, the great number of 
transients entering our city and our wide 
water front. 

At various intervals in our city’s growth 
new ‘buildings have to be provided for the 
proper housing of the city’s officials. The 
two or three rooms on the ground floor of 
the City Hall, for many years used as a Police 
Iieadquarters and a Recorder’s Court are now 
entirely inadequate and insufficient in size, 
location and equipment for the present and 
ever-growing needs of the city. The small 
court room is overcrowded at every sitting of 
the Recorder, and the police, witnesses and 
lawyers in attendance gain entrance through 
the crowded passageway with difficulty and 
delay. The Recorder, clerk, attache and all 
present in this small room suffer from the 
stuffy atmosphere. ‘The office of the Chief of 
Police and the room used as Police Head- 
quarters are unfit for the purposes and in 
every way fail the requirements. In my 
judgment I deem it necessary for the city to 
acquire additional accommodations for a Po- 
lice Headquarters, and I recommend that the 
Council take suitable action to purchase such 
real estate as may be required therefor, in 
such part of the city as shall be indicated by 
the Board of Police Commissioners, and that 
a suitable police station house ‘be erected 
thereon. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This department has been amplified by the 
new house, number six, wi'th its quota of 
firemen, and is thereby the more able ta 
perform the tasks that may be imposed upon 


it. A new truck house is required in the 
central portion of the city, so that at every 
fire there may be two trucks. I further ad- 
vocate the retention by the city of the lot 
on the north side of fire house number six, 
for use in the exercise and drilling of the 
men and the handling of ladders, and for 
the establishment of a school for the depart- 
ment as found in other cities. 

During the past year opportunities have oc- 
curred to enable us to judge of the merit and 
conduct of the firemen, and I need but point 
to the severe fire at Newark and Ferry streets, 
at the head of Grand street, and the manner 
in which it was conquered, to call your at- 
tention to the fact that Hoboken possesses in 
its Fire Department a well disciplined and 
trained body. 5 


PLBLIC LIBRARY AND INDUSTRIAL 


SCHOOL. 


FREE 


The number of books in our library at the 
end of the last fiscal year was 32,434 and 
over 120,000 volumes were during that year 
circulated for home reading. The report of 
the Librarian gives an interesting account of 
the material improvement and beneficient in- 
fluence of our Library. This circulation of 
books and _ the attendance at the Library 
prove that the educating influence of books is 
being widely cultivated. The Librarian and 
Board of Library ‘Trustees cannot be _ too 
highly commended for their services. 

The interest in the manual training depart- 
ment of our educational system increases, as 
is evidenced by the large number of students 
in modeling, wood carving and kitchen work. 
The evening school held during the winter 
months is doing a splendid service in assist- 
irg young men and women to educate them- 
selves in such subjects as will entitle them to 
command better wages. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


I have always regarded the school system 
as the most important department under our 
cit vgovernment, and wish at this time to 
congratulate the school authorities upon the 
excellent condition of all of the schools, the 
businesslike conduct of all affairs, -and the 
economical management of the funds. I want 
to congratulate the schools upon the superior 
work they have done and are doing, and upon 
the hopeful prospect we are able to hold out 
for the future. 

While our city is supplied with commodi- 
ous, well-equipped buildings, and is fortunate 
in having a well-trained corps of teachers 
and efficient officers, I fully realize that the 
department has ibeen sadly handicapped 
through the lack of adequate school accom- 
modations, due largely to the legal compli- 
eaiions which have greatly retarded the com- 


pletion of School No. 9. It is a matter of 
great satisfaction to the taxpayers and pa- 
trons of our schools that the erection of ‘the 
new school building is now progressing very 
satisfactorily and will be ready for occupancy 
when the schools open in next September. 
The opening of the new school will do away 
with the sixteen Copenhagen classes in School 
No. 4, and when the schools reopen after the 
next summer vacation, each and every pupil 
who desires admission to our schools will have 
a seat in a sanitary class room and will be 
given a full day’s teaching. 

I regret that the erection of the much- 
talked of new High ‘School has not een 
realized. The Board of Education was 
obliged to resort to condemnation proceed- 
ings in order to ‘secure a suitable site. The 
matter is now in the courts and will be 
argued during the February term. ‘The citi- 
zens of this city who are demanding a proper 
building for higher educatoin have been very 
patient in the matter. U shall be the aim 
of my administration to bend all of my en- 
ergies toward the erection of a new High 
School building which, in every way, shall 
be a eredit to the city and to which our citi- 
zens may proudly and ‘hopefully send their 
children. The building now used for that 
purpose now lacks hygienic and sanitary ar- 
rangements, good ventilation, correct light- 
ing and proper class room facilities. The 
education of to-day looks after the physical 
as well as the mental development of our 
boys and girls, and the money spent for a 
new High School building, suitable to the 
needs of such a school, will unquesetionably 
result in better work and higher ideals and 
at the same time add to the attractiveness 
of our city. 

The establishment of evening classes for 
our foreign born residents was a step in the 
right direction. Hoboken, by virtue of ther 
geographical location, is made the home of 
thousands of these foreigners who come here, 
anxious to learn about our civic institutions 
and to contribute to our national thrift. The 
ten classes organzed this year with an en- 
rollment of seven hundred adults, places the 
means of being instructed in the workings 
of our government within the reach of these 
people, who seem anxious to meet the demands 
of the State. I have been infonmed that Ho- 
boken is the only city in the State to take 
advantage of this law, and it is a credit to 
our municipality to take the initiative in all 
matters appertainin gto educational progress. 

I stand firmly upon the principle that merit 
alone, and not political contingency or social 
influence should govern in the selection and 
promotion of teachers and employes, and that 
especially political discrimination in school 
attairs should, not be tolerated. 


The agitation for ah improved sewerage 
system and the erection of a pumping ssta- 
tion continues, and I renew my position, de- _ 
fined in last year’s message, ‘that as this will 
involve a great expenditure of money, the 
question be submitted to a vote by the people 
and to that end an act of the Legislature be 
passed. 


I request your consideration of the proposi- 
tion made by St. Mary’s Hospital that if the 
city erect a building in close proximity to the 
hospital in which to keep the city ambulance, 
they would furnish the house surgeons to 
answer every call. 


To the Council, entrusted under the law 
with the duties and functions of governing 
our city, I look with encouragement for that 
assistance and support that will give the 
citizens an administration which shall meet 
With approval. 


I consider the result of the recent election 
in this city as a declaration of the people 
that they approve the policy of keeping our 
police, fire, school and health departments 
free from politica lcontrol; that they desire 
the most rigid economy; that public officials 
be held to strict account, both in the funds 
they expend and in the discharge of all their 
duties. 

Concluding, I invite. for the attainment of 
the foregoing objects, your assistance and 
patriotism that the city may receive the best 
government that our wisdom can give them. 

I extend to you, to all city officials, and 
the public, the best wishes of the season.

‘To the Mayor and Council, City of Hobhe- 
ken: 

Gentlemen—The following matter I respect: 
fully desire to submit to your Uosnoraine Pedy 
for your earnest and immediate consicers 
tion: 


On the 15th day of last December the dead 
bodies of a young man and a young weman 
were found in a room in the house located at 
No. 314 Hudson street, and known as the 
Hotel Amsterdam. They had r-gisteved there 
as man and wife during the night and were 
assigned to the room in which their bodies 
were found some hours later, Asphyxiation 
by gas was the cause of death. 

The circumstances surrounding this tragedy 
were unusually sad, considering the eminent 
respectability of the young man’s family and 
his own excellent reputation. The woman was 
a stranger in the city. She was never identi- 
fied and was consigned three weeks later to a 
pauper’s grave in Potter’s Field. 

The name of the proprietor of this hotel 
is C. P. Baans, and in the name of public 
decency I appeal to your Honorable Body to 
take instant measures relative to the revoca- 
tion of the license which has been granted to 
this place. 

This place has been an eyesore and an insult 
to the citizens of that vicinity and should no 
longer be tolerated. The police have made a 
great number of arrests as the result of the. 
manner in which Baans has conducted his 
place of business. Two indictments, presented 
by different Grand Juries, are now pending 
against him for keeping a disorderly house, 
and there is a charge of violation of the State 
liquor act awaiting the action of the County 
authorities. He has been tried on a former 
occasion, by your Honorable Body,, on charges 
presented by the Police Department, and was 
very leniently dealt with. 

Taking these facts into consideration, Baans 
in my judgment, is an unfit person to be 
continued in this line of business, and I re- 
spectfully renew my request for the annul- 
ment of the license granted the premises, 314 
Hudson street.

To the Honorable the Board of Council of the 
City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—On November’ twenty-seventh 
last I filed with the Council certain written 
charges against the Commissioners of Assess- 
ment of Taxes, with which your body is per- 
fectly familiar. 


Before a hearing thereon could be had and 
before any testimony could be taken in re- 
spect thereto, the Commissioners applied for 
and obtained a writ of certiorari contending 
that your Board had no jurisdiction to hear 
the charges. This writ was to be argued at 
the February term of the Supreme Court, and 
I am advised by the Assistant Corporation 
Attorney that said writ was dismissed on 
his motion. 

As a result of the charges so made by me, 
and the readiness of the Council to give the 
same a proper hearing, the Commissioners of 
Assessment took such steps that, by the order 
of the State Board of Equalization of Taxes, 
the City of Hoboken will not be obliged to, 
pay to the county ‘the excessive and. unfair 
share of the county taxes, of which I com- 
plained in my said charges. 

Inasmuch as that error has been remedied in 
this respect, I have no inclination or desire 
to further prosecute said charges. They seem 
to have resulted in saving the city from 
loss and its interests have been safeguarded. 

I would suggest that your board adopt a 
resolution notifying the Commissioners of 
Assessment of Taxes that they need not 
make any further appearance to said charges, 
that the matter may be thereby terminated.

Gentlemen—Pursuant to your direction, I 
appeared before the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals on Tuesday. March 3d, inst., and con- 
sented to a dismissal of-the writ of error 
sued out in behalf of the city in the suit of 
Margaret O’Neil, executrix, ete., vs. The 
Mayor and Council of the City of Hoboken. 

This matter has been brought to your atten- 
tion so many times that I deem it unnecessary 
to recite in detail the history of said case. 
It will perhaps be sufficient for me to state 
that a judgment for the sum of twenty-two 
thousand three hundred and fifty-two dollars 
and eight cents $22,352.08) was rendered in 
the Supreme Court on the 4th day of June, 
1907, against the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken. <A writ of error was there- 
after sued out in behalf of the city by our 
former Corporation Attorney, .whereby it was 
intended to have the Court of Errors and Ap- | 
peals review said judgment. Owing to the 
fact that said matter had been for three dis- 
tinct times adjudicated by our Supreme Court, 
and the determination of the court in each 
instance being against the city. and owing 
further to the improbability of obtaining any 
beneficial results from a review of said judg- 
ment by the Court of Errors and Appeals, as 
the case stood before said court, both myself 
and Mr. Allen, Assistant Corporation Attor- 
ney, deemed it advisable to suggest to you 
that if the judgment creditor would accept 
in full settlement of the amount of her judg- 
ment, interest and costs, the aforesaid sum 
of twenty-two thousand three hundred and 
fifty-two dollars and eight cents ($22,352.08), 
waiving interest on said amount since the 
entry of said judgment, and any and all 
further or other costs, your honorable body 
should make settlement thereof on such basis. 
Many other reasons, also of a legal nature, 
actuated both myself and Mr. Allen in so 
advising your honorable body.

Gentliemen—I herewith submit the following 
propositions for the aprpoval of the Mayor and 
Common Council of the City of Hoboken: 


I am advised that the City of Hoboken has 
entered into a contract with Peter J. Heagney 
and Thomas Cavanagh for the construction of 
additions to the water works system of the city 
and that.the city is without funds to pay the 
contractors as provided in said contract, 


To enable said contract to be carried out, I 
will agree to buy from the contractors, for the 
face value thereof (but not exceeding in the 
aggregate $95,000), the engineers’ certificates 
or other evidences of indebtednéss issued to 
them for the work performed, and the money 
due under said contract, such purchase to be 
made from time to time upon demand and 
presentation of such engineers’ certificates or 
evidences of indebtedness, accompanied by as- 
signments thereof; such demand and presenta- 
tion to be made to me or my nominees at such 
place in the State of Néw Jersey as I may 
hereafter designate. 


In consideration of the foregoing the City of 
Hoboken shall enter into a contract to sell and 
deliver to me on or before the fifteenth day of 
May, 1908, $95,00 bonds of said city, maturing 
thirty years from date, bearing interest at the 
rate ot five per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually, for the sum of ninety-six thou- 
sand two hundred and fifty dollars ($96,250), 
and accrued interest to the date of delivery. 
The legality of said bonds and all proceedings 
relating to the issuance thereof to be aprpoved 
by my attorneys. 

I am also advised that a judgment in favor 
of one O’Neil has been rendered against the 
city for the sum of about $22,000, which judg- 
ment should be satisfied at once in order that 
further proceedings may be legally taken in 
connection with payments under the contraet’ 
with said Heagney and Cavanagh. To enable 
these legal steps to be properly taken I will 
wagree to furnish the proceedings necessary for 
the issue of bonds in connection with the so- 
ealled O’Neil judgment and to guarantee their 
legality. 

In consideration of the foregoing agreement 
relating to the bonds to be issued in connec- 
tion with the said O’Neil judgment the City of 
Hoboken shall enter into a contract to sell and 
deliver to me, within sixty days or earlier if 
the necessary lagel proceedings can be taken 
within less time, about $22,000 bonds of said 
city, maturing thirty years from date, bearing 
interest at the rate of five per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually, for which [ 
agree to pay 101.50 dollars for each $100 par

The numerous complaints of citizens 
as to the lack of proper water supply, and the 
fact that fire insurance rates have been con- 
siderably increased because thereof, together 
with the assurance of the Board of Fire Under- 
writers that upon the completion of the pro- 
posed thirty-inch water main there will be a 
considerable decrease made in the rates of 
insurance, actuate your Committee in recom- 
mending that the contract entered into by the 
Board of Water Commissioners with Thomas 
Cavanagh and Peter J. Heagney be ratified 
and approved by the Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken. In the course of our in- 
vestigation we conferred with the Board of 
Street and Water Commissioners of Jersey City 
with the object of obtaining, if possible, an 
additional water supply from this source which 
might be sufficient to satisfy the demands and 
requirements of our citizens without incurring 
the expense made necessary by the construc- 
tion of the proposed main, and notwithstand- 
ing that our conference convinced us that the 
Board of Street and Water Commissioners of 
Jersey City were disposed to render ‘assistance 
to our city in the matter of securing a better 
and more efficient supply of pure and whole- 
some water, we are satisfied that a sufficient 
quantity of water cannot be supplied to our 
eity by said body at the present time to 


satisfy and meet the demands of our citizens. 


Your Committee therefore, having in mind 
the interests and urgent requirements and de- 
mands of our citizens and taxpayers, and be- 
ing. mindful also of the benefits to be gained 
by our city thereby, respectfully recommend 
for the consideration of your Honorable Body 
and our Mayor, in conjunction with the Cor- 
poration Attorney, the proposition of — said 
Board of Street and Water Commissioners of 
Jersey City, as hereto annexed. 

We feel convinced, however, that the quan- 
tity of water which said Board proposes to 
furnish, that is, two million gallons daily, 
would be insufficient to meet the present de- 
mands of our constantly increasing popula- 
tion, and we further recommend that the Cor- 
poration Attorney be requested to submit an 
opinion as to the authority of the city to enter 
into a contract with the Street and Water 
Commissioners of Jersey City for an additional 
water supply. 

We would therefore submit for your favor- 
able consideration the adoption of the resolu- 
tion herewith submitted.

The following communication from Corpora- 
tion Attorney Fallon was presented and-read: 
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“To the Honorable the Mayor and 
Council of the City of Hoboken. 


“Gentlemen—My opinion is request- 
ed as to the authority of the City of 
Hoboken to enter into a contract with 
the Street and Water Commissioners 
of Jersey City for an additional water 
Supply. 

“Two questions undoubtedly merit 
your particular attention. The first, 
which is immediate, is the distribution 
of the water throughout the city by 
proper mains to meet the increasing 
demand. This matter has been mooted 
for quite some time past and our citi- 
zens and taxpayers look fcr relief in 
the very near future. It has received 
also the attention of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, and their 
report heretofore submitted to your 
honorable body demonstrates the neces- 
sity of the installation of a new thirty- 
inch water main. 

“The second, not so pressing, is to 
provide for an adequate supply when 
the present contract expires in 1922. 
The city should not wait until all avail- 
able sources of an independent or at 
least joint supply with our northern 
neighbors have been preempted. 

“In the realization of our aims in 
these respects, however, care should be 
exercised that no contractual obliga- 
tions heretofore entered into by or on 
behalf of the city shall be violated, nor 
should the city through any attempted 
violation thereof be plunged into litiga- 
tion. 

“IT am not unmindful of the responsi- 
bility imposed upon me in the deter-~ 
mination cf the question updn which 
you now request my opinion, and I 
have therefcre given the same careful 
consideration 

“The act incorporating the city of 
(Hoboken confers upon the City Council 
power to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for a full and copious supply of 
pure and wholesome. water for public 
and private use. (Laws of 1855, p. 


448). 


SPECIAL AGENCY. 


“By an act of the Legislature of this 
State, approved March 20th, 1857, en- 
titled ‘An act to authorize the Water 
Commissioners of the City of Hoboken 
to contract for ana introduc? water into 
said city, and to provide for the pay- 
ment ihereot’ the City of Hoboken was 
thereby provided with a special agency 
by which Hokcken might act in seek- 
ing to contract for a water supply This 
act was cconsirved by the Supreine 
Court in the case of the Hackensaek 
Water Company vs. The Mayor and 


Ceune’l of the City of Hoboken (22 
Vroom 220). and held to be merely an 
enabling act; that it did not make a 
new body politic, with independent 
‘powers inconsistent with those already 
enjoyed by the municipality, but that 
it only provided for the municipality a 
special agency by which it should act 
in contracting with Jersey City for 
water, and it was also held in said case 
that the City of Hoboken possessed all 
of the powers and duties respecting 
water which it had prior to the passage 
of said act of 1857, or which it had 
thereafter acquired by applicable legis- 
tion. 

“The City of Hoboken having been 
supplied with Passaic water from Jer- 
sey City, in the year 1880 wishing to 
change its source of supply decided to 
enter into a contract with the Hacken- 
sack Water Company to furnish it with 
water, and said company, not being 
satisfied that the city had the power to 
enter into such a contract, insisted that 
‘the municipality should formally and 
legally accept the benefits of the pro- 
visions of an act of the Legislature of 
this State, entitled ‘An act to enable 
cities to supply the inhabitants thereof 
with pure and wholesome water,’ ap- 
proved April 21, 1876, whereupon the 
city did, by a vote of its inhabitants, 
at a special election held November 8, 
1881, formally accept the provisions of 
said. act of 1876. 

“The Hackensack Water Company 
and the city, acting through (1) the 
Water Commissioners, (2) the Common 
Council, and (8) the Mayor, thereupon 
entered into an agreement (November 
15, 1881) wherein and whereby said 
water company agreed to furnish and 
‘supply during the term of fifteen years, 
-commencing on the first day of Novem- 
ber, 1882, ‘a good and sufficient supply 
of pure and wholesome water for all 
purposes in the City of Hoboken,’ and 
-for that purpose said company agreed 
to make one _ sixteen-inch and one 
twelve-inch connection with their reser- 
-voir, each to be joined to the main pipe 
of the City of Hoboken at the northerly 
end of the city. 


HOBOKEN’S AGREEMENT. 


“The City of Hoboken upon its part 
agreed to maintain all pipes and ap- 
paratus used in the city in good order, 
and prevent by all means in its power 
all losses or waste of water, and to con- 
tinue in foree all such rules and regula- 
tions as were then in use by the city, 
with such penalties as should prevent 
all misuse by consumers to the detri- 
ment of the water company; and that

careful surveys should be made by the 
proper authorities of the city, of all 
buildings or other places in the city 
which should be liable to pay water 
rents, and of the amount due on each, 
of which surveys a copy should be 
given before the first day of November, 
A. D.. 1882, to the water company, and 
semi-annually thereafter all additional 
surveys should be reported to said com- 
pany, and the proper authorities of the 
city shall, on the first day of December 
and June in each year, pay in advance 
to the water company, such water rents 
so ascertained, whether the same shall. 
have been collected or received by said 
authorities or not from the consumers 
of water in said city; and further, that 
the city should on request of the water 
company, have the water measured by 
the meters then in use, or by others of 
similar pattern, to be approved by the 
water company, and should pay to said 
company, on the fifteenth day of No- 
vember, February, May and August of 
each year, the amounts which shall ap- 
pear by such measurements to have be- 
come due for such metered water for 
the quarters ending the first days. of 
each of said months respectively; also 
that the proper authorities of the city 
should pay to the water company for 
all of the water to be furnished under 
said contract, the same prices as were 
then charged the inhabitants of Jersey 
City under the tariff adopted by the 
Board of Public Works of Jersey City, 
April, 1881, with five per cent. deduct- ' 
ed from said rates; and that the water 
company should at all times have ac- 
cess, for examination, to all places 
where water is used under said agree- 
ment, and to all books and paper re- 
lating thereto. 

“The contract so made was upheld 
by the Supreme Court in the case 


_above cited, 22 Vroom 220. 


“As this contract was about to ex- 
pire in 1897, the city began to look 
around either for better terms from 
the Hackensack Water Company or for 
a new supply. Engineers were appoint- 
ed, specifications drawn and bids ad- 
vertised for. When the water company 
saw that the city was in earnest it 
modified its demand to meet the re- 
quirements of the city. The advertise-. 
ment was withdrawn and no bids re- 
ceived thereunder. 


NEW CONTRACT. 


“The new agreement-was entered into 
April 30, 1897, and was made jointly 
by the Water Foard, the Common Coun- 
cil and the Mayor. 

“Tt provided for furnishing and sup- 
plying water to the city for a term 


of twenty-five years from November 
1, 1897, when the agreement made on 
November 15, 1881, was to expire. The 
agreement of April 30, 1897, recites 
that it is made upon the same condi- 
tions, covenants and agreements as are 
set forth in the agreement of Novem- 
ber 15, 1881, except as such conditions, 
covenants and agreements are therein 
expressly modified, and said modifica- 
tions are therein stated as follows: 


*“(1.) The reduction from the Jersey 
City. tariff rates mentioned in said 
agreement of November 15, 1881, shall 
be increased from five per cent. to fif- 
teen per cent. 


“(2.) There shall be monthly read- 
ings of meters by the water company, 
with notice to the Water Commission- 
ers of any use of water in excess of 
twenty-five per cent. over the reading 
of the last previous month, and no 
_charge shall. be made by the water com- 
pany for water furnished during the 
quarter in which such notice shall be 
given for more than such percentage 
above the charge for the last preceding 
quarter, if such use of water be proved 
to have resulted from leaks and such 
leaks be repaired within five days from 
-the date .of such. notice. 


“2.). The water company will not at 
any time during the term of this, con- 
.tract receive pay for water furnished to 
“any person or corporation for consump- 
tion within the city of Hoboken excent 
-from.the city under this agreement. 


-£(4,.).-The- water company shall, upon 
“the Yequest of the city to be given on 
one'“year’s previous notice in writing, 
~cause all’ water to -be supplied under 
-this contract to be filtered by sand fil- 
_tration, or, if the company should find 
“this § method impracticable, then by 
some ‘improved :method of mechanical 
filtration, provided - ‘such request shail 
“nét:be made prior to November 1, 1902, 

-and from the time when water to ne 
‘supplied under this contract shall be 
filtered the reduction from the Jersey 
-@ity tariff rates mentioned in the con- 
-tract of November 15, 1881, shall be 
decreased from fifteen per cent. to ten 


“per cent. 

“The points gained by this agreement 
_for the city were the reduced rate, the 
‘future filtration and the abandonment 
by the company of any attempt to gain 
the large steamship lines and railroads 
as. direct customers. 


“Some years latery at the request of 
_the city, the company installed the filter 


plant. It also enlarged its works in 
_the watershed and built additional 
reservoirs, 
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“22-1897. 


“This ‘contract was made. not only 
under the charter provisions and laws 
above recited, but also under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 250 of the Laws of 
1888 (P. L. 1888, page 366). This is 
the act under which Jersey City and 
Newark obtained their supplies. It has 


been repeatedly upheld by our courts. 


CONTRACT ATTACKED. 


“This contract was, however, im- 
mediately attacked in the interest of 
proposing bidders, who insisted that the 
city had no right to award a contract 
without competitive bidding, when the 
city had once advertised for such bids. 
This certiorari was brought by George 
L. Record as attorney in the name of 
Ernest Fischer. 


June 20, 1897. 


“The legality of this latter contract 
was again questioned in the suit of 
Alfred W. Herzog et al. the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Hoboken, 
and the Hackensack Water Company. 
The prosecutors in said suit, represent- 
ing a citizens’ committee, applied to 
the then Supreme Court Justice Job H. 
Lippincott for a writ of certiorari, and 


an order was made by said justice re- 


quiring the defendants to show cause 
why such a writ ‘should not issue, 
lees order was made returnable July 
Voluminous depositions were 
thereafter taken and the matter was 
argued before Justice Lippincott on 
October -15, 1897, by. Leon Abbett and 
Charles D. Thompson, representing the 
prosecutors of the writ; James. I’. Min- 
turnn, representing the City of Ho- 
boken; William D. Edwards, — repre- 


senting the Hackensack Water Com- 


pany, and Allan LL. McDermott ani 
George Holmes, counsel. On October 
22, 1897, Justice Lippincott discharged 
said rule to show cause, but granted 


the prosecutors leave to apply to the © 


Supreme Court to renew their applica- 


‘tion, which they subsequently did. The 
-matter was thereafter fully argued be- 


fore the Supreme Court, and on Novem- 
ber 15, 1897, the decision of said court 
was rendered by Judges Dixon and Col- 
lins denying the application for said 
writ of certiorari. The court in its de- 
cision of the matter said: “On carefully 
considering all the circumstances: pre- 
sented in this case, we think there is 
no reasonable ground for a _ suspicion 
that the municipal authorities of Ho- 
boken were actuated by an improper 
motive or in any way abused .their 
discretionary power in awarding to the 
Hackensack Water Company the con- 
tract of April last for a continued sup- 


After testimony had. 
been taken, the suit was abandoned in ~ 


ply of water to the city.” The court 
also held that the city was not bound 
to advertise. I annex a copy of that 
decision. 


WATER SALES RESTRICTED. 


“T am of the opinion that the lan- 
guage of the contract in question in its 
entirety evidences not only that the 
Hackensack Water Company shall not 
at any time throughout the term of 
the contract receive pay for water fur- 
nished to any person or corporation for 
consumption within the City of Ho- 
boken except from the city, and shall 
also furnish and supply to the city 
throughout said term ‘a good and suffi- 
cient supply of pure and wholesome 
water for all purposes in the City of 
Hoboken,’ but that the City of Ho- 
boken is now and_ shall be obliged 
throughout said term to purchase of 
said company exclusively all of. the 
water which may be furnished by the 
City of Hoboken to consumers of water 
within the city so long as said company 
shall faithfully perform its part of said 
contract. It therefore follows that the 
city would have no right in the interim 
to take any part of its supply from 
Jersey City. 

“The water company is bound to de- 
liver water to the city at the city line 
at a certain pressure; it is the duty of 
the city to distribute it throughout the 
city and to that end to construct and 
maintain sufficient pipe lines to carry 
the water at a proper head throughout 
the city. If, as I understand it, the 
proposed thirty-inch main, with its ex- 
tensions, are necessary for this purpose, 
then the city is bound to build the 
same. These pipes, in view of the 
rapid growth of the city, and the in- 
creased number of tall buildings, will 
benefit every consumer by increasing 
the pressure; they are not intended for 
the advantage of any particular con- 
sumer. 

“In view of the foregoing conclusions 
I have not deemed it necessary to in- 
vestigate the legal right of Jersey City 
to sell a partial supply of water to 
Hoboken.

“On carefully considering all the cir- 
cumstances presented in this case, we 
think there is no reasonable ground for 
a suspicion that the municipal authori- 
ties of Hoboken were actuated by an 
improper motive or in any way abused 
their discretionary power in awarding 
to the Hackensack Water Company 
the contract of April last for a con- 
tinued supply of water to the city. 

“We therefore deny the application 
for a writ of certiorari to review the 
municipal proceedings in. that matter, 
but without costs.

To the Honorable Board of Police Commission- 
ers, City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—I have the honor to present to 
you my sixth annual report as Chief of Police, 
for the fiscal year ending April 380th, 1908. 

The attached tabulated statistics will clear- 
ly demonstrate to your honorable body the 
vast amount of work accomplished during the 
past year by the members of this department 
in the performance of their official duties. 

The officiency and energy displayed by them 
‘was very commendable and gratifying. 

The Police Signal System is in much need 

of a thorough renovation. It has been in 
operation in this city for nearly twenty years, 
Hoboken being the third city in the United 
States to adopt that auxilfary to the police 
service. With the constant wear and exposure 
it has’ been subjected to, its usefulness is 
seriously impaired. Our electrician, a very 
painstaking and competent official, experiences 
great difficulty in maintaining it in service- 
able order. The wires are old and worn and 
telephonic connection from the street boxes is 
almost impracticable. I would respectfully 
suggest to your honorable body the installation 
of an entire new system as the most economi- 
cal course to pursue on this matter. 
' In his annual message to the Council of this 
city, His Honor the Mayor urgently advised 
the erection of a new Police Headquarters. 
His remarks on the subject were timely, as 
there is no branch of the, city government 
operating under as many disadvantages as the 
police department. Our present quarters are 
unsanitary and entirely. out of proportion to 
the amount of business transacted by this de- 
partment. The Second Precinct Station House 
during the past year received a thorough over- 
hauling and presents a very fitting appearance. 
There was, however, no improvement made 
in that building’ relative eo the cell location. 
The cells there are dwngeons-and unfit fcr 
the purpose they were built for. They should 
be on a level with the street, where unfor- 
tunates could receive the benefits of light and 
air. By the acquisition of the adjoining va- 
eant. property these conditions could be 
easily relieved. ; ; 

The number of arrests made by the officers 
of this department during the past year was 
the greatest in the history of the city. Three 
thousand four hundred and sixty persons were 
arraigned before the Recorder, an increase of

455 over the preceding year, and an increasé 
of 864 over the year ending April 30, 1906; 
341 warrants and 1,296 summons were served 
by our police officers; 220 lost children were 
eared for by the Police Matron. ‘There weré 
17 suicides and 8 attempts at suicide during 
the fiscal year.

To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—In the matter of the appeals 
from the assessments made by this Board of 
the North German Lloyd and the Hamburg 
Steamship Companies, which were heard re- 


éently and decided by the State Board of 
Taxation, the State Board made deductions on 
the improvements on these properties as fol. 
lows: 

North German Lloyd, $427,000. 

Hamburg S. S. Co., $253,800. 

Approving, however, of our assessment on 
the land, this leaves the assessment on the 
North German Lloyd, on land, $1,317,500; im- 
provements, $1,661,500, and chattels $33,000; 
total $5,011,500, or an increase of $800,000 over 
1906. The assessment on the Hamburg Steam- 
ship Company, by their judgment, stands as 
follows: |. Land, $1,133,500; ~ improvements, 
$508,000; chattels, $18,000; total $1,659,500, 
or an increase of $325,800 over 1906. 

It was shown in the evidence by Mr. Whitte- 
more that the North German Lloyd Company 
actually expended in improvements the sum 
of $3,287,491, which the State Board deemed 
assessable at only $1,661,000. In the case of 
the Hamburg Steamship Company improve- 
ments on their property an immense margin of 
value exists above the amount of $508,000, 
fixed as the value by the State Board of 
Taxation. While this Board regrets the ac- 
‘tion of the State Board in reducing the assess- 
ment made by us, we feel confident that the 
assessment made were very low in comparison 
to the value of the properties, but we will 
have to prove it by other testimony than our 
own. 

We therefore recomemnd and request that 
your Elonorable Body direct employment of one 
or two experts on these sort of improvements, 
so that we can base our assessments for 1908 
‘on their testimony. This should be done imme- 
diately to insure the paymentof an adequate 
amount of taxes by these corporations: this 
fall.

Hoboken, N. J., May Ist, 1908. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken, N. J.; 


Gentlemen—In presenting the eightcenth an- 
nual report of the trustees of the Free Pub- 
lice Library covering the fiscal year ending 
April 30th, 1808, as contained in the respec- 
tive report of the Treasurer and Librarian, 
hereto attached, we beg to direct your par- 
ticular attention to some of the more import- 
ant details. 

The increased valuation of the city’s rata- 
bles under the new system of assessing prop- 
erty has greatly increased the resources of the 
library for the past year and consequently in- 
creased the usefulness of the institution and 
enabled the trustees to supply all its demands 
and requirements, and leave a very substan- 
tial balance to its credit. This will meet the 
cost of the new supplement to the printed cat- 
alogue when completed, and to make some 
necessary repairs to the building, especially 
that portion used for industrial education. 

There is a large increase reported in all the 
departments of library work. To the ceollec- 
tion of books were added 38,315 Hnglish and 
$616 German books, making the total number 
of volumes in the library at this date 30,805 
English and 5,250 German, a net increase for 
the year of 3,732. There were 599 volumes 
worn out ,missing and lost, of which 54 were 
German. Of the books added 149 were do- 
nations, 

During the year there were circulated for 
home reading 144,625 volumes, an increase 
over last year of over 14,000 volumes and the 
largest yearly circulation since the opening of 
the library. Of this number 18,210 were in 
the German language and 52,497 were to juve- 
nile readers. To this circulation we add the 


pooks read and consulted in the reference 
room, 12,919, making the total recorded use 
of the library 157,544 volumes. This circula- 
tion averaged, for home reading, 475, rang- 
nig from 267 the smallest, to 766 the largest. 
The largest monthly circulation was 15,127. 
March, and the lowest 8,878, September. In 
addition to this use of the library the refer- 
ence library prepared and looked up informa- 
tion on 1,584 subjects. ; 

Seventy-two thousand persons visited the 

reading rooms, where there are on file 95 
monthly, 387 weekly and 25 daily papers. and 
magazines. 
« There were 2,156 new names _ registered, 
2,635 duplicate cards reissued, 225 lost cards 
replaced and 15 issued to teachers, a total of 
5, 024. 

There were 1,857 books rebound, 315 mag- 
azines and 15 newspapers bound, and 4,184 
books repaired at the library. 

This increased work necessitated the em- 
ployment of additional help in the several de- 
partments, therefore Hiss Dora Johnston was 
transferred to the cataloguing and Miss EK. J. 
Lockwood wasappointed a regular assistant in 
the circulating department. Other changes 
on the staff of employes was the retirement, 
by resignation, of Miss Sadie Hauger, who 
had been an efficient attendant for the past 
eight years, the last two of which she had 
charge of the reference department, Miss 
[Killen Coughlin was promoted to assumfe charge 
of the reference work, and Miss Frances 
Johston was plaged in charge of the circulat- 
ing department. 

George Meyer, who had been a faithful and 
conscientious employee of the library for 
more than seventeen years as janitor, died 
on August 4th, 1907, after a few days illness. 
He was cremated on August 7th, the presi- 
dent of the board and the librarian being 
present, and thus passed away an honest city 
official. Anton Pflug was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. 

The term of Trustee August Merkel ex- 
pired on January Ist, 1908, and he was re- 
appointed for a full term of five years, ending 
January ist, 1918. 

The library was again represented by the 
librarian at the annual conference meeting 
of the New Jersey and the Pennsylvania Li- 
brary Clubs. : 

As intimated in the report of last year, the 
art lovers of Hoboken became interested in 
the art exhibition of the Mineral Painting So- 
ciety of Hoboken, and as a result of that in- 
terest two exhibitions were held in the library 
building during the past year ;the first was 
conducted by the Hoboken Camera Club, De- 
cember 10th to 14th, and consisted of the 
artistic work of its members and a collection 
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of photographic views of old Hoboken. This 
exhibit was largely attended and proved in- 
teresting and instructive to those interested 
in the historical progress of Hoboken since 
its incorporation as a city. The other was 
an exhibition of paintings by contemporary 
American artists and was held in the main 
reading room and hall leading thereto, April 
20th to 25th. The exhibition was made up of 
57 paintnigs and 12 bronzes,. selected from 
representative examples of the work of some 
of the best American artists of the present 
day, and was a fair representation of the mod- 
ern school of American painting. Among 
the artists represented were Max Antlers, 
George de Forest Brush, Emil Carlsen, HE. 
Irving Couse, Warren B. Davis, Edward Wil- 
lard Deming, C. Myles Collier, Robert David 


Gauley, George C. Guirr, Frank Russell 
Green, Albert L. Groll, David T. Gue, H. 
Hoppe, Luis F. Mora, William Ritschel, 
Carl Rungius Mathias Sandor, Peter 
Schmauss, Charles Schreyvogel, August H. 
Schwabe, Granville Smith, A. T. Van Laer, 


Carleton Wiggin and Cullen Yates. 

While many of the paintigs -were lent by 
the artists, the majority were owned by citi- 
zens of Hoboken, including Mr. John H. 
Linde, Mr. Charles Schreyvogel, who sent 
his famous ‘‘Clark prize’ painting, IM y 
Bunkie;’’ Mr. Adolph Ludwig, Mr. Maurice 
J. Stack and Mr. H. Hoppe. The success of 
the exhibition was mainly due to the efforts 


of Mr. John E. Linde, assisted by Mr. 
Charles Schreyvogel, Mr. Alfred Waegebehn, 
Mr. William H. Hornaday, Mr. A. J. De- 


marest and Mr. Edward Russ, who served as 
the committee on exhibition. These gentle- 
men, assisted by Trustee Kaegebehn, were 
untiring in their efforts to assure the success 
of the exhibition from its inception, and that 
they succeeded was well attested by the en- 
thusiasm shown by the large number of visi- 
tors who daily viewed the paintings, the 
number of which was estimated to be over 
10,000, and included scholars from the several 
schools accompanied by teachers who ex- 
plained and gave short talks on the painters 
and the pictures. .The general effect and re- 
sult of the exhibition is well expressed by Mr. 
Linde who concludes his report with the fol- 
lowing sentiment, in which the trustees fuily 
concur: 

“In conclusion, we venture to express the 
opinion that if nothing more had been aimed 
at than to furnish wholesome, moral amuse- 
ment for a large number of our community. 
the expense and effort involved would have 
been fully justified, but we believe that the 
exhibit accomplished more than this. It has 
awakened a widespread niterest and love of 
art among a large class of our inhabitants 


who have little opportunity to see such a col- 
lection of high class paintings as was brought 
together here, and this cannot fail, particu- 
larly with the younger generation, to stimu- 
late a study of the subject with a consequent 
development of improved taste and higher 
ideals all of which adds to the development 
of a better, more useful and more patriotic 
type of citizenship. ’’ 

It is needless to say that a repetition of this 
exhibition will be looked for by -the readers 
and patrons of the library as a yearly event 
in the work of the library. 

We are also pleased to report the loan of 
four paintings from Mrs. Robert Stevens. 

The details of receipts and expenditures 
may be found in the report of the treasurer, 
and details of the work in the library, with 
lists of donations, papers and magazines on 
file in the reading rooms will be found in the 
report of the librarian.

Gentlemen—The appeals of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Dock Company and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd, its lessee; also the Hamburg- 
American Packet Company, for the reduction 
of the tax assessment for the year 1907 on 
their respective properties in this city, was 
heard before the State Board for the Equali- 
’ gation of Taxes on June 3d and 4th inst. At 
the conclusion of the hearing the State Board 
directed the counsel for the respective parties 
in interest to submit briefs and prepare to 
argue said matters at a meeting of said board 
on Tuesday, June 9th inst. I attended be- 
fore the State Board as the legal representa- 
tive of the city. The matter was fully pre- 
sented to the State Board of Equalization of 
Taxes, and the result cf the determination 
cf said Board I consider to be a decided vic- 
tory for the city. 

Our Assessors in making up the assessment 
for the purpose of taxation for the year 1907 
against the property of the North German 
Lloyd Dock Company and North German 
Lloyd, its lessee, assessed the lands at a 
value of $1,317,500, the buildings at a value 
of $2,088,000, and the chattels at a value of 
$33,000, making a total of $3,438,500. The 
Lloyds presented a number of expert witnesses 
befcre the State Board, and the City of Ho- 
boken was obliged to depend entirely upon 
the testimony and work of the Assessors. The 
result of the appeal by the Lloyds is that the 
State Board has confirmed the assessment as 
made by our Assessors upon the land, to wit, 
the sum of $1,500 per front foot, and has re- 
duced the assessment upon the buildings to 
$1,661,000. The assessment upon the chattels 
as made by the Assessors was also confirmed. 
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This makes a total value as stated by the 


State Board cf $3, 011,500. 

With regard to the Hamburg- American ' 
Packet Company property the local Assessors 
for the purpose of taxation fcr the year 1907 


assessed said property as follows: Land,s 
$1,123,500; buildings, $771,800, and chattels, 
$18,000; total, $1,913, 300. The Hamburg 


Company having appealed, the result of the 
appeal is that the State Board has placed a 
valuation upon the land of said company at 
$1,133,500, an inerease of $10,000 over that 
fixed by our Assessors, and has reduced the 
assessment on the buildings to $508,000. The 
assessment on the chattels was affirmed. The 
total assesment, therefore, against the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Company property is 
$1, 659, 500. The State Board has thus de- 
clared a determinate value of $1,500 per front 
foot for the lands of both the North German 
Lloyd and the Hamburg-American Packet 
Company. This in itself is a very great vic- 
tory, inasmuch as the appellants endeavored 
by all means to keep the assessment of said 
lands down to a value of not more than 


$1,400 per front foot. It will be observed 
that ihe increase in assessment against the 
North German Lloyd over 1906 is about 


$800, C00. 


l take this opportunity of commending our 
‘ocal Assessors for their work in this matter, 
and the results achieved therefrom, and par- 
ticular commenadtion is due to the President 
cf the Board of Assessors, Mr. Henry Loh- 
mann, for his indefatigable, assiduous and 
efficient work. 


I am convinced that both the North German 
Lloyd and the Hamburg-Amreican Packet 
Company will appeal from the assessment of 
1908, when made by the city, and with a 
view of preparing to meet said companies on 
such appeals, I recommend and suggest that 
your Honorable Body authorize the Corpora- 
tion Attorney, together with his Monor’. the 
Mayor and the President of the Board of As- 


sessors, to employ experts on river front land 
values.

Hoboken, N. J,, Aug. 28, 1908. 


To the Henorable Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen-—In compliance with your resolu- 
tion of July 22, 1908, in which you request 
from me technical opinion as to eertain ques- 
tions that are in dispute between the city and 
the contractor for the improvement of Madison 
street, between Highth and Fifteenth streets, 
I respectfully submit the following: : 

To your first question, ‘‘Whether, under the 
specifications in question, the contractor should 
be allowed shrinkage,’’ my answer is that he 
should be allowed shrinkage. This opinion is 
based upon custom and usage. While the 
specifications provide for the methods of meas- 
uring and allowance for settlement, they are 
silent as to shrinkage. This omission, how- 
ever, is not uncommon, and whether shrinkage 
is mentioned or not, bidders understand that 
‘by common usage they are entitled to it. 
During my practice of the last forty years I 
have always given the contractor a reasonable 
allowance for shrinkage. 
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Your second question, ‘‘What distinction, if 
any, is there between the term ‘Settltment of 
Material’ and ‘Shrinkage,’’’ I would submit, 
there is a great distinction. Settlement means 
the bodily sinking or settlement of an embank- 
ment which is filled upon a yielding surface, 
like th eHoboken marsh land, Shrinkage, on 
the other hand, is th eallowance which it is 
customary to give contratcors for the extra 
hauling of the material, made necessary by 
reason of the gradual packing of the freshly 
laid filling, befor ethe same can be brought 
permanently to the street grade. For instance, 
in an embankment filled on solid soil or rock, 
there would be no settlement, out there would 
be shrinkage. Where the filling is done on 
marsh land there is both settlement and shrink- 
age. ‘he first is determined by boring so as 
to get the depth o fthe material, and the second 
by an allowance depending upon the nature of 
the fileld in material. 

To your third question, ‘‘Whether it is cus- 
tomary to allow shrinkage tor improvement 
work such as in question, and if so what per- . 
centage would be a reasonable allowance there- 
for,’’ I say again that it is customary to make 
such allowance whether the specifications men- 
tion 1t or not, and in my opinion a very reason- 
able allowance for the improvement in question 
would be fifteen per cent,

Dear Sir—You asked my permission as to 
whether your committee has tuthority to 
grant permission to the Hoboken Railroad, 
Warehouse and Steamship Connecting Com- 
pany, to lay down as part of its railroad, a 
switch or siding, extending from its track 
as now constructed on the easterly side of 
Hudson street into the property situate on 
the easterly side of said street, between the 
centre lines of Tweifth and Thirteenth streets

Chairman Whelan announced that the Council 
was ready to hear all citizens wishing to be 
heard relative to the petition and application 


of the Public Service Railway Company, for 
permission to construct, operate and maintain 
certain street railway connections between 


tracks now located and being operated in the 
said City of Hoboken, passed by resolution at 
a stated session of the Council held on October 
28, 1908. 

The following citizens appeared before the 
Council and protested against a granting of a 
franchise to the Public Service Railway Com- 
pany: H. C. Schneider, Frederick Wendelken 
and Harry W. Lange. 

The following report 
read: : 

By resolution of the Common Council of the 
City of Hoboken, the Council, as a committete 
of the whole, has had hearings on a certain 
ordinance whereby the Public Service Rail- 
way Company, operated in the City of Ho- 
boken, has petitioned the Mayor and Council 
for certain rights and privileges upon the 
streets in the City of Hoboken, which certain 
rights and privileges and licenses were to be 
framed in an ordinance and passed by this 
Council after the Council, as a committee of 
the whole, had detertimned at the hearings, 
if the Public Service Railway Company was 
entitled to the relief or privileges applied for. 

We, as members of the committee of the 
whole, after hearing the citizens of Hoboken, 
and also the statement made by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel of the City of Hoboken, submit 
our report as follows: 

That in consideration of granting the priv- 
ileges aS applied for to this Council, and ad- 
vertised, the Public Service Railway Company 
tefore being granted said privileges applied 
for, have the roadway running from Wash- 
ington street to Hudson street, sixty feet in 
width, and sidewalk on each side of the road; 


was presented and 
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that the same be kept.in good repair, clean 
and in sanitary condition by the Railroad 
Company, and properly lighted. and a bond 
be given to fulfil the requirements; that for 
the use of the City’s land taken, or to be 
taken, a license or grant be given at a yearlv 
rental of five hundred dollars per year—this 
being an additional traffic way, after it is com- 
pleted, will necessitate the cost to the City 
of supervising and seeing that the traffic way 
is properly guarded and protected, and in this 
way reimburse the City part of the expense of 
the cost of supervising and the care incident 
in such matters of taking charge of such 
a traffic way; that the citizens of the City of 
Hfoboken have, in the past, been charged with 
al Ithe expense and care of roadways, and 
the franchises already granted have been val- 
uable to railroads; the use principally of the 
trolley service through Hoboken has been for 
carrying out-of-town persons, the City of Hobo- 
ken being the main artery to the ferries, and 
the citizens of said city have never been 
benefited financially or otherwise by this traffic 
of these cars through the city. 


Therefore, The citizens should have at least 
certain concessions, and we think that the 
Car Company should issue tickets,  thirty- 
three (83) for a dollar, each ticket represent- 
ing a ride within the City limits of tne City 
of Hoboken without the privilege of trans- 
fers. 


We have considered every possible right that 
the railroad has and also its rights to the 
Public, and we believe that the small con- 
ecessions asked for should, in justice to the 
citizens of Hoboken, be made by the railroad 
Cc mpany, and if they are not granted the 
ordinance or the privilege applied for by the 
Public Service Railway Company should, in 
justice to the people. be rejected.

The following communication from Corpora 
tion Attorney Fallon was presented, read and 
referred to the Committee on Finance and Sal- 
aries:

To the Honorable, the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 


Gentlemen—Several cases in which the City 
of Woboken is plaintiff have been pending be- 
fore our courts which are undetermined, and 
I. deem it advisable to comunicate with you 
at this time in regard thereto. 

First, The suits of the Mayor and Council of 
the City of of Hoboken. vs. Michael H. Mur- 
phy, John Bruning ,Martin Stelpes and 
Theophilus Butts, were instituted in the New 
Jersey Supreme Court more than twenty years 


ago,to wit, on January 5th, 1888, to recover 
the amount of the defalcation of the bond of 
Michael H. Murphy, former Water Registrar of 
this City. I beg leave to refer you to the 
final report of my predecessor in office, Hon. 
James F. Minturn (former Corporation At- 
torney and now Justicee of the Supreme 


Court), to your honorable body, dated August 
28th, 1907, wherein he says, ‘‘These cases 
have been twice before the Supreme Court on 
appeal. They went before the Supreme Court 
first upon demurrers to the declaration. After 
being held by the Supreme Court for some 
time, they were finally decided in favor of the 
city. After that they were referred to Charles 
X.. Cannon, Esq., as referee, to hear and de- 
termine the same. They were tried before 
Mr. Cannon as referee, the trial taking a long 
period of time, to suit the convenience of both 
sides, and were finally decided by Mr. Can- 
non against the city. Exceptions were filed to 
this report and the matter was theen taken to 
the Supreme Court, and that Court set aside 
the report of the referee and referred the case 
back to Mr. Cannon for retrial, as referee. 

It was found necessary at this time to em- 
ploy an additional financial expert in behalf 
of the city, and Mr. Wise, a competent ex- 
pert of New York, was employed. 
of the city was again proven before Mr. Can- 
non and Mr. Wise gave his testimony showing 
the amount of the defaleation. He promised 
to return for cross-examination by defendants’ 
counsel, and although repeated efforts were 
made to induce him to return, he never re- 
turned, and his cross-examination was never 
completed. 

So far as the city is concerned, its case is 
complete and in the hands of the referee. 
Just about this time grave charges affecting 
Mr. Cannon were presented, and he was _ in- 


The case, 
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dicted, tried and convicted, and is'now, it: is’ 
supposed, in the asylum on a charge oflunacy. 
Shortly thereafter Mr. Butts died and Mr. 
Martin Steljes died. Applications have been 
made to the Court by me to substitute the 
executors of both ‘these defendants in the 
places of the deceased defendants, but in view 
of the unfortunate accident of the referee, it 
will be necessary to have a new referee ap- 
pointd and the case tried over again before 
the new referee. 

William D. Edwards, Esq., was appointed 
to assist me in the trial of these cases, and 
he has joined with me in all applications that 
have been made in the matter. The cases can 
be continued at the point where they were 
stoppd by Mr. Cannon’s troubles by my. suc- 
eessor in conjunction with Mr. Edwards, un- 
less settlement can be effected between the city 
and the defendants. The question of settlement 
has come up repeatedly during the trial of the 
cases, and it may be advisable, owing to the 
complications now existing, to consider the 
question of compromising these claims, as 
the most expeditious way of finally disposing 
of them.,’’ 

Because of the many complications, 
and otherwise, confronting the city at this 
time in regard to said suits, I would join 
with our former Corporation Attorney in 
recommending a compromise thereof, if such 
can be effected. 

Should your honorable body determine that 
the litigation should be continued, then I re- 
spectfully request that you authorize me to 
employ such expert accountants as I may 
deem advisable to properly prepare the city’s 
case and present same to the Court for final 
determination. 

Second. The suit of the Mayor and Council! 
of the City of Hoboken vs. North Hudson 
County Railway Company, in the Hudson 
County Circuit Court, involves the title of the 
City of Hoboken to the extension of what 
would be Ferry street, if continued east of 
Hudson street, and the suit of Hoboken vs. 
‘Delaware, Lackawanna and Western: Railroad 
Company involves the same question, so far 
as that road is concerned. i 

I would refer you again to the final report 
of my predecessor in office, .wherein he says 
that ‘the latter case was instituted by me at 
the request of Mayor Fagan, when he. was in 
cffice, and the former case was instituted by 
me of my own volition, without any direction 
from the Mayor or Council, but both cases 
involve the same question. I have repeatedly 
discussed these cases with your preedecessors. 
in office, as well as with yourselves, and have 
given you my opinion as’ to the validity’ of 
the city’s claim, under the decisions and 
statutes of our State. Thee cases have come 
up indirectly for consideration before Vice 


legal 


Chancellor Pitney and Vice Chancellor Howell, 
on applications by me, representing the city, 
for injunctions to restrain the trolley company 
from interefering with Ferry street, east of 
Hudson street, and both of these judges have 
expressed opinions adverse to the city’s claim. 

My judgment in both cases has been that 
the city has a very doubtful chance of success, 
and I have seen nothing during the last few 
years of litigation on this subject to induce 
me to change my opinion. It would seem to 
me that the only hope for success in the 
eases is the raising of a Federal question be- 
fore the Circuit Court on the trial of the 
cases, and an appeal through our State Courts 
to the United States Supreme Court, in which 
latter Court an effort can be made to have the 
case of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
against Hoboken reconsidered.’’ 

I have very little hope of being able to sus- 
tain the contention of the city as to its right 
to said property, but if your Honorable Body 
deems it advisable that I should continue said 
litigation to a final determination, I respect- 
fully request that you authorize me to em- 
ploy such engineers and other persons whom 
I may deem advisable and necessary to en- 
able the city to properly prepare and present 
its case to the Court. 

I have caused these several cases to be 
placed upon the list of cases for trial in the 
Hudson County Circuit Court, December term 
(1908), so as to protect the interests of the 
city should it be determined by you to further 
litigate the same.

and Henry Waddington, the contractor, as to 
the interpretation of the specifications for said 
improvement with respect to allowance to the 
contractor for shrinkage.’’ Because thereof 
your honorable mody deemed it advisable in 
the interests of the city, to have a disinterest- 
ed and impartial civil engineer advise you in 
regard thereto, and on the twenty-second day 
of July, 1908, you, by resolution, employed 
Thomas H. McCann, Hsq., Civil Engineer, to 
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interpret said specifications and to submit to 
you his report and opinion: 

Wirst, ‘‘Whether, under the spevifications in 
question, the contractor should be allowed for 
shrinkage.”’ 


Second, ‘‘What distinction, if any, is there 
between the terms ‘Settlement of Material’ 
and ‘Shrinkage.’ ”’ 


Third, ‘‘Whether it is customary to allow 
shrinkage for improvement work such as in 
question, and if so, what percentage would be 
a reasonable allowance therefor.’’ 

Mr. McCann submitted to you at a meeting 
of the Council held on the twenty-sixth day 
of August, nineteen hudred and eight, his re- 
pert and opinion, which reads as follows: 

Hoboken, N. J., August 23, 1908. 
To the Honorable, the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—In compliance with your resolu- 

tion of July 22, 1908, in which you request 
from me technical opinion as to certain ques- 
tions that are in dispute between the city and 
the contractor for the improvement of Madi- 
son street, between Wighth and _ Fifteenth 
streets, I respectfully submit the following: 
_ To your first question, ‘‘Whether, under the 
specifications in question, the’ contractor 
should be allowed shrinkage.’’ ‘My answer is, 
he should be allowed shrinkage. This opinion is 
based up custom and usage. While the speci- 
fications provide for the methods of measur- 
ing and allowance for settlement, they are 
silent as to shrinkage. This omission, how- 
ever, is not uncommon, and whether shrink- 
age is mentioned or not, bidders understand 
that by common usage they are entitled to it. 
During my practice of the last forty years I 
have always ‘given the contractor a reason- 
able allowance for shrinkage. 

Your second question, ‘‘What distinction, if 


any, is there between the term ‘Settlement of 
material’ and ‘Shrinkage.’’’ I submit, there 
is a great distinction. Settlement means 


the bodily sinking or settlement of an em- 
Fankiment which is filled upon a yielding sur- 
face, like the Hoboken marsh land. Shrink- 
age, on the other hand, is the allowance which 
is customary to give contractors for the 
extra hauling of the material, made necessary 
by reason of the gradual packing of the fresh- 
ly laid filling, before the same can be brought 
permanently to the street grade. For instance, 
in an embankment filled on solid soil or rock, 
there would be no settlement, but there would 
be srinkage. Where the filling is done on 


marsh land there is both settlement and 
shrinkage. The first is determined by boring 
so at to get the depth of the material, and 


the second by an allowance depending upon 
the nature of the filled in material. 

To your third question, ‘‘Whether it is cus- 
tomary to allow shrinkage for improvement 


work such as in question, and if so what 
percentage would be a reasonable allowance 
therefor,’’ I say again that it is customary to 
make such allowance whether the _ specifica- 
tions mention it or not, and in my opinion a 
very reasonable allowance for the improve- 
ment in question would be fifteen per cent.

From the investigation made by Mr. Thomas 
H. McCann, Civil Engineer, it is manifest that 
anerror was made by Tivy & Smith, Civil 
Engineers, who had charge of said improve- 
ment i behalf of the city, in his camg)|ffik-sn’, 
ment in behalf of the city, in his calculation 
of the material furnished by the contractor, 
and that Mr. Smith, in issuing the final cer- 
tificate for said improvement to the contractor 
allowed the latter considerable more than he 
was justly entitled to receive from the city for 
his work. 

To the credit of the contractor, it must be 
said and admitted, that when made aware of 
said overpayment, he offered at once to repay 
to the city the amount which he considered 
was overpaid to him. He insisted, however, 
that he should be allowed for srinkage, and 
this insistment was repudiated by his Honor, 
the Mayor, who conceived the idea that be- 
eause the specifications read there should be 
no llowance to the contractor on said im- 
provement for ‘“‘settlement of material,’’ that 
there should therefore be no allowance made 
to him for ‘‘shrinkage.’’ 

The Corporation Attorney was not consulted 
by the any of the city authorities with refer- 
ence to said matter at or about the time the 
aforesaid dispute arose. 

It has now been deflnitely determined, and 
it is admitted by all parties in interest, that 
the contractor, Henry Waddington, should be 
made an allowance for shrinkage as claimed 
by him, and your honorable body should there- 
fore at this time direct the Commissioners of 
Assessment to make the proper assessment 
against the respective property owners upon 
the line of said improvement. 

The contractor, Henry Waddington, should 
return to the city the improvement certificate 
received by him for his final payment for said 
work, if the same be still in his possession or 
under his control, and receive from the city 
in lieu therefor, a new certiificate for such 
amount as he is justly entiled to receive pur- 
suant to the aforesaid report and opinion of 
VYhomas H. McCann, Civil Engineer. 

I am informed by City Engineer Eugene 
Smith that he concurs in the aforesaid report 
and opinion of Mr. McCann.

Honor Mayor Steil was presented and read: 
Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J., December 9, 
To the Council: 

Gentlemen—I herewith return without my 
approval two ordinances passed at the meet- 
ing of the Council held November 25th, 1908, 
to wit: 

1. An ordinance providing for the execu- 
tion of an additional and supplemental con- 
tract with the North German Lloyd Dock 
Company and the North German Lloyd, its 
lessee, fcr the docking, berthing, loading and 
unloading of vessels. 

2. An ordinance providing for the execu- 
tion of an additional and supplemental con- 
tract with the Hoboken Land and Improve- 
ment Company, for the docking, berthing, 
loading and unloading of vessels. 

My reasons for disapproving of said ordi- 
nances are as hereinafiter stated: 

First: I am of the opinion that the sum of 
two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500. 00) 
per annum, as stated in each of said ordi- 
nances as the amount to be paid to the city 
for the privilege granted, is inadequate. 

Second: I am of the opinion that the period 
of time for which said privilege is granted,

ind rt all 


to wit, nine hundred and ninety-nine years, 
is nct only unreasonable, but is tantamount 
to a grant in perpetuity. The fact that former 
admiistrations have made similar grants for 
similar periods of time in my opinion does not 
justify the present grant. 


Third: I am of the opinion that the City 
of Hchboken has a vested legal right in and 
to the lands lying under water immediately 
in front of Hudson Square Park, and I do 
not believe that the rights of the city in this 
respect in and to the lands in question should 
be in anywise granted or conveyed to any 
person or corporation whatsoever, at least 
without adequate recompnse to the city. 

Fourth: I am of the opinoin that it is not 
at this time absolutely necessary for any en- 
croachment upon the property in question. It 
has been stated that the aforesaid grant is 
desired so as to enable the North German 
Lioyd Dock Company, and the North German 
Lloyd, its lessee, and also. the Holland- 


‘American Steamship Company, to have bet- 


ter facilities for the docking, berthing, load- 
ing and unloading of their vessels. With re- 
spect to the North German Lloyd Company, I 
believe that said company at the present time 
has all that it requires in this respect, and 
with respect to the Holland-American Com- 
pany, I believe that the said company might 
obtain all that it requires in this respect by 
extending its piers north of Fifth street. 

Fifth: For many years boat clubs, com- 
prised of the residents of this city, have been 
located upon the waters facing Hudson 
Square, and the public bath has been located 
there also. I believe that much recreation 
and benefit to health has been enjoyed by the 
inhabitants of cur city who have had the use 
of said boat clubs and bath. 

Sixth: I am of the opinion that the ordi- 
nances in question, by virtue of their pro- 
visions would enable the grantee to encroach 
upon or at least encumber the easterly end 
of Fourth street and of Fifth street. What- 
ever rights the cilty may have in and to such 
street ends should not pe jeopardized. 

Seven: In conclusion I wish to state that I 
am not unmindful of the great benefits and 
advantages derived by the people of the City 
of Hoboken through the steamship companies 
being located in our city, yet I believe that 
the city should safeguard in every was pos- 
sible its rights in and to the lands under 
water in question, to the end that there shall 
be no obstructicn or interruption to the view 
or public access to the water front in ques- 
tion from any part of Hudson Square Park.
